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INTRODUCTION 


FOR  more  than  twenty  years,  1  have  been  engaged  in  the  study  of 
Near  Eastern  antiquities.  During  that  period,  I  have  collected 
objects  in  many  lands.  I  have  visited  many  of  the  sites  on  which  the  most 
important  remains  of  Islamic  art  have  been  discovered.  1  have  myself 
conducted  excavations  in  Persia.  The  present  collection  has  been  gradu- 
ally gathered  together,  during  these  two  decades,  in  the  East  and  in  the 
great  art-markets  of  the  West. 

I  have  tried  to  make  it  a  representative  collection.  It  contains 
specimens  from  most  of  the  chief  fields  of  Near  Eastern  decorative  art — 
miniatures  and  books,  potteries,  tile  and  lacquer  decoration,  ivory  and 
wood  carving,  textiles,  rugs,  and  it  is  representative  not  only  in  the 
variety  of  objects  offered,  but  also,  I  think,  in  its  appeal  to  the  public. 
There  are  pieces  for  connoisseurs  and  collectors,  many  among  them 
"museum  pieces".  Such,  for  instance,  is  the  fine  rare  Indian  miniature 
from  the  Hamsa  Nameh,  which  is  illustrated  as  Number  235  of  the 
Catalogue,  and  the  early  sixteenth  century  Persian  miniature,  Number  234, 
representing  Solomon  as  King  of  the  Demons  and  Angels.  Miniatures 
similar  to  the  first  are  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  in  New  York, 
the  Brooklyn  Museum,  the  Boston  Museum  and  the  Vienna  and  Berlin 
Museums.  A  miniature  very  similar  to  the  second,  almost  identical,  in 
fact,  in  drawing,  was  exhibited  at  the  great  Munich  Muhammadan  Expo- 
sition in  1910  and  is  illustrated  in  the  catalogue  of  that  exposition. 

In  the  field  of  pottery,  I  have  but  to  call  attention  to  a  few  objects 
such  as  the  fine  Rhages  Lustre  pottery  bottle  illustrated  as  Number  300, 
or  the  rare  Guebri  jar,  Number  292.  I  should  like  also  to  mention  the 
antique  lead  sarcophagus  from  Sidon,  Number  313.  A  similar  piece  is  in 
the  Louvre,  but  save  for  fragments  in  the  Museum  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  no  example  of  the  type  is  found  in  American  museums.  Of 
more  modern  times,  but  no  less  important,  are  the  objects  of  the  period 
of  Shah  Abbas,  that  splendid  monarch  who  has  been  called  so  rightly  the 
"Roi  Soleil" — the  Louis  XIV — of  Persia.  Among  these  I  consider  especially 
fine  the  figural  faience,  Number  312,  which,  according  to  the  inscription 
it  bears,  was  made  for  the  King  himself,  and  has  all  the  charm  of  a  minia- 
ture executed  in  grand  scale,  and  the  delicately  worked  inlaid  ivory  casket, 
Number  309,  with  its  fine  decoration  in  the  manner  of  Riza  Abbassi. 
Finally  I  want  to  mention  the  little  collection  of  antique  glass.  It  is  small 
in  numbers,  but  chosen  carefully. 

These  are  all  pieces  for  great  collections.  I  have  included  in  the  sale, 
however,  objects  of  general  appeal,  any  one  of  which  I  hold  worthy  of  a 
place  in  a  modern  interior  of  taste  and  culture — colorful  textiles,  rugs, 
decorative  potteries,  many  of  them  of  the  best  periods,  decorative  panels, 
charming  and  authentic  miniatures. 


1  have  chosen  all  these  pieces  in  the  light  of  my  long  experience  and 
according  to  my  best  judgment.  I  feel  that  they  are  all  worthy  of  dis- 
criminating taste.  Naturally,  in  the  case  of  objects  so  old  and  so  rare, 
there  is  sometimes  a  slight  defect  or  repair.  Such  defects  or  repairs  in 
the  case  of  potteries  and  other  objects  and  occasional  slight  retouchings  in 
old  miniatures  have  not  been  mentioned  specifically  in  the  catalogue.  I 
wish,  however,  to  draw  attention  here  to  the  fact  that  all  objects  are 
offered  and  will  be  sold  as  they  are. 

I  scarcely  need  to  add  that  I  guarantee  every  item  in  the  sale  to  be 
genuine  and  of  the  period  stated  in  the  catalogue.
